Roy Wilkins, NAACP executive secretary; Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., director of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference; A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, AFL-CIO vice president and militant presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters, and 
Dempsey Travis, local NAACP prexy, were invited 
to make recommendations on the civil rights plank to 
the Republican Platform Comm. in Chicago. 

The Negro leaders were asked to testify at the 
public hearings in the Blackstone Hotel by chairman 
Charles Percy, president of the Bell and Howell 
Movie Camera Co. Arthur Robinson, certified public 
accountant and GOP leader, was invited to present 
recommendations from Negro Republicans. 

Also arriving in the city to present his specific civil 
rights proposals was Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, who 
has urged vigorous application of the 1960 Civil 
Rights Act; Federal aid to school desegregation and 
a full scale review of all existing FEPC laws.

Refuting a spokesman’s statement that the Gulf Oil Co. 
was “powerless” to make its dealers sell to Negroes, the 
firm’s president, W. K. Whiteford, ordered a new investi- 
gation of the economic squeeze on Negro voters in Ten- 
nessee’s Haywood and Fayette Counties.

Top Democratic leaders map a national campaign to 
help the Party’s Presidential nominee, Sen. John F. Ken- 
nedy, in Negro areas following a rash of protests over the 
unexpected naming of Texas Sen. Lyndon Johnson as the 
Vice-Presidential candidate. In a closed meeting in Los 
Angeles, Rep. William L. Dawson met with leaders in an 
effort to head off a growing rebellion among delegates. 

With the Convention adopting one of the strongest civil 
rights planks in history, its action in naming the contro- 
versial Texan brought a critical reception. One of the 





most vocal critics was Washington, D. C., delegate Mrs. 


Todd Duncan, wife of the noted singer, who told reporters: 
“T will not support the ticket, and might even ask votes for 
Vice President Nixon.” Detroit labor leader Horace Shef- 
field called the Johnson nomination “unfortunate” and 
indicated that he would have trouble selling the south- 
erner to northern Negroes. 

The protest came principally from delegates in north- 
ern states, many of whom attended the pre-convention 
NAACP rally in Los Angeles when former Interior Sec.

In addition to the almost routine task of picking the 
GOP’s November slate some 50 Negroes among the 1,331 
delegates will be voting on civil rights and foreign policy 
platforms which may decide the future of the Party—and 
the world. 

The chief issue, said one delegate, will be to devise a civil 
rights plank more specific than the Democrats. “They 
talked about goals,” said Councilman John W. Kellogg of 
Cleveland.

Unlike the Democratic Convention, whose heavy Negro 
representation came mostly from northern cities, the 
GOPers will welcome southern delegates like C. M. Travis 
of Kentucky, John C. Woodland of Maryland and A. C.

He told the Commission that the 10 white 
teachers were hired because they had other qualifications, 
adding that hiring Negroes into an all-white teaching staff 
in Taylor Township might be a problem.

Force Famous Hansberry Family to Flee Chicago 

As Lorraine Hansberry’s prize-winning anti-slum play, 
A Raisin In The Sun, was being captured on film in Chi- 
cago last week, the playwright’s family was being forced 
to liquidate their share in property worth an estimated 
$700,000 and flee the city to escape arrest on contempt of 
court charges. A family spokesman revealed that Miss 
Hansberry’s sister, Mamie, and her brother, Carl Jr., moved 
to Los Angeles while Mrs. Juanita Hansberry, the mother, 
left suddenly for New York. Another son, Perry, who oper- 
ated a monkey import business, was still in hiding. Arrest 
warrants were issued after the Hansberrys refused to pay 
$19,995 in fines on housing violations. The court also put 
13 buildings in receivership after the family failed to re- 
pair them. Once known as the “Kitchenette King,” Carl 
Hansberry Sr. accumulated wealth in real estate after win- 
ning a 1941 restrictive covenant case opening South Side 
housing areas to Negroes. He then moved to Mexico, where 
he died “in exile,” relatives charged. After being fined for 
slum violations two years ago, the Hansberrys sued the 
city for a million dollars, charging harrassment, but later 
dropped the suit.
